ia rumoured be correct, the initial ex- 
penses of the new Farm have: been 
unusually large, and probably this is an 
additional reason why the returns have 
not been so satisfactory to- the monopol- 
ist, - It is generally supposed, however, 
that'the Government are fully alive to 
the present situation of affairs, and will 
not. fail to use every. means to assist 
the rightful holder of the monopoly. As 
the competition against which the new 
Farmer firids himself compelled to fight 
is a formidable one, and as the Govern- 
ment undertook to place every facility in 
the way of the man who accepted the 
new. tender, the heartiest aid which the 
Executive can give is nothing more than 
a right which may be fairly claimed. 
It is also stated that much more smug- 
gling of the drug exists than has been 
hitherto supposed, and strong efforta are 
being made to put a stop to this sérious 
infringement of the Opium Farmer's 
privileges. It will therefore be readily 
seen that the present monopolist 
has « somewhat. burdensome . duty

of Olondy Bay, New Guinea, The Reve. 
Chalmers cand Beswick and: a ‘party 
went ashoré- from the mission. steamer 
ilengowan at Port Dudfield, to recover 
some bars of iron, which had been stolen 
‘from the mission steamer on the previous 
night. Thoe-natives attempted to surround 
them, and on commencing to xetreat, the 
patty were attacked.with spears and stonos,- 
Captain Dudfield fired » number of shots, 
Killing one of the foremost assailants. The 
party escaped to the boat in the disorder 
which followed. When attacked Mr 
Chalmers forbade the men fiting, but the 
escape of the party is attributed to Captain 
Dudfield’s prompt action. The war schooner 
Beajle afterwards visited Port Dudfield, 
and recovered the stolen property. She 
will proceed to Cloudy Bay.to punish the 
murderers of-.lrois'and his mate, and, if 
the murderers are not surrendered, it is 
intended to burn all the villages and destroy 
the plantations in the neighbourhood.

The Brisbane Courier, August 8th, pub-
